BAKERIES IN SINGAPORB.: 
A HORRIBLE STATE OF AFFaILs, 

The Acting Health Officer in Singapore 
gives tho foliowing description of the hor- 
rible state of native bakerie in: that Co-

‘Tho bakories of this town are, with one 
or two exceptions, in a most deplorable and 
inaanitary condition, The floors of but few 
ate paved, some are mud, and the majority 
tiodden «earth, all equally dirty. ~.
